argest ever held by the association, 

The session, Which consti- 
tutes the formal opening of the conven- 
tion, comes this afternoon. President 
W. F. Oliver of, the New England as- 
sociation will preside and will intro- 
duce Senator Melvin S, Nash, who will 
deliver an address of tepre- 
sentative S. M. Holman, who treas- 
urer of the association, will respond to 
Senator Nash.

The teature of the session for lovers 
of the photographie art will be the lee- 
ture “Common Photography.” 
Which will be given by Ryland W, Phil- 
lips of Philadelphia, Mr. Phillips will

This evening the members will join in 
the first sovial feature of the program, 
a dance in Paul Revere hall at 8 o'clock.

The public in general is most interested 
in the exhibition of photographie work, 
Which will be open Wednesday after. 
noon from 3 to 6:30 p.m. This art 
display will be free to the public, but 
admission will be allowed only upon 
presentation of a ticket secured by 
courtesy of a member, The exhibition 
is prepared with the view of giving a 
broader insight into the ever increasing 
possibilities of the camera for the true 
revelation of art. 

It will contain much that will be of 
interest in portrait work aside from that 
done in the regular studios, This class 
of work done in the homes of people is 
coming more and more into vogue and 
naturally partakes of certain character- 
istics of genre work that give it dis- 
tinctive interest as well as character. It 
is especially suited to children and old 
people. 

There will also be some unusually fine 
outdoor photographs in the genre class, 
as well as landscaps, and for variety 
in portrait work the “States” exhibi- 
tions will exceed anything heretofore 
undertaken. 

One of the interesting features of the 
photographic exhibit are to be collections 
by Nicola Perscheid of Berlin and Furley 
Lewis of London, loaned to the associa. 
tion by Editor Wilfred A. French of the 
Photo Era magazine. 

There will be an interesting exhibition 
of the Lumiere color plates. Several Bos- 
ton photographers have been experiment.

ACTIVE CAMPAIGNING 
FOR BUTLER AMES 1S 
NOW IN PREPARATION 


Preparations for active campaigning in 
the interest of Congressman butler Ames 
of Lowell for-the Republican nomination 
for United States senator to replace Sen- 
ator Henry Cabot Lodge are now under 
way in local circles and in Washington. 
The campaign is scheduled to start the 
first week in August, when Mr. Ames is 
expected to be home to take the stump 
in his own behalf. 

L. Nason 
of Haverhill, Mr. Ames’ faithful lien- 
tenant, is preparing the field for the 
coming campaign, getting the politicians 
known to be favorable to the congress- 
man into line for arousing Ames senti- 
ment in their respective districts, and 
Joseph Legare, private secretaty to the 
congressman, is busily at work prepar- 
ing campaign literature at the Lowell 
man’s headquarters at 50 Congress street 
in this city, Mr. Ames himself is nope 
the less active at the national capital, 
where he is preparing data with a view 
to placing before the people of Massa- 
chusetts the record of Senator Lodge's 
three terms at Washington and to show 
the senator's attitude on the great pub- 
lie questions that today confront the 
national legislators. 

Mr. Ames will also take issue with 
Senator Lodge, it is said, on the way in 
which Republican polities are conduct- 
ed in Massachusetts. He will seek to 
show that the senator’s influence, as 
one of the foremost Republican leaders 
of the state, is detrimental to the best 
interests of the party. 

While visiting the Ames headquarters 
late Monday, Senator Nason declared 
that the campaign would be short and 
snappy. He was confident that the 
Lowell congressman would win, stating 
that the opposition to Mr. Lodge is 
greater than surface appearances seem 
to indicate. 

J. Elmer Bliss of Whitman, who has 
been mentioned recently as a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for Lieu- 
tenant-Giovernor, declares that he is not 
inthe race for the position. The move 
to place him on the ticket was inaugu- 
rated by some of his friends and business 
acquaintances who believe he would, if 
nominated, bring considerable support to 
the party. 

A recent canvass of the state, whose 
gesults are just made public, shows that 
only in half a dozen communities out- 
side of Congressman Ames’ own con- 
gressional district does there appear to 
be anything but enthusiastic Lodge senti- 
ment. 

In his own district H. L. Chapman of 
Lowell, H. R. Lawrence of Lawrence, 
former Representative Killam of Read- 
ing, Fred Vinal of Dracut, F. L. Fletgher 
of Chelmsford, all chairmen of town or 
city committees, declare for Colonel 
Ames. The Billerica. chairman finds sen- 
timent split. 

In Marlboro B. J. Adams, chairman 
of the Republican city committee, favors 
Mr. Ames.

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BEVERLY PATHS NOT 
TROD BY SAME FEET 
VISITING OVSTER BAY 


WASHINGTON—In the days when Mr. 
Roosevelt was President there were a 
good many men who did not visit the 
White House. There are non-visiting 
statesmen under Mr. Taft. Every Presi- 
dent has his list of official “undesirables,” 
although most of them made less fuss 
about it than Colonel Roosevelt did. 
Some of these are Democrats, some are 
Republicans. They represent the men, 
in both parties, who find themselves 
unable to agree with the executive poli- 
cies, and for that reason have nothing 
in common with the executive, and have 
no public reason for seeing him, even if 
they otherwise desired to do so. 

When Mr. Taft became President, the 
Roosevelt *undesirables” began straight- 
way to flock to the executive offices. 
Senators Tillman and Bailey led the 
way. These men who were not in the 
gool graces of Mr. . Roosevelt have 
warmed up to Mr. Taft, and Mr. Taft 
to most of them. Between Messrs. 
Bailey and Taft there has sprung up a 
warm personal feeling. Although differ- 
ing widely on many national issues, they 
benefit by discussion and find they have 
a number of things in common, especially 
as both are high-grade’ lawyers. 

Since Mr. Taft became President a 
good many of the public men who went 
there almost daily to see Colonel Roose- 
velt have been conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. The tariff began this estrange- 
ment, so far as Republican insurgents 
are mixed up with it, but other things 
have contributed to it. Senators La 
Follette and Dolliver are on this list, 
ag are Senators Clapp and Beveridge, 
and some of the other insurgent sena- 
tors. Some of them have called on Mr, 
Taft without seeming to enjoy cneir 
calls, 

These men who are not on visiting 
terms at the White House are the men, 
for the most part, who have been finding 
their way to Oyster Bay since Colonel 
Roosevelt’s return, They are glad he 
has come home, and are deluging him 
with welcomes and assurances of their 
distinguished consideration and esteem, 
They want both him and the country to 
know it. “He is the greatest man in 
the United States,” said Senator La Fol- 
lette after his Oyster Bay interview, 

While the insurgents constitute the 
majority of the folks going to Oyster 
ay, the regulars constitute the majority 
going to Heverly. These two throngs 
form an interesting study in political 
affinities. The men who stood by Colonel 
Roosevelt while he was President stand 
by him now, while the men who can't 
prevail on Mr. Taft to accept the in 
heritance of Colonel Roosevelt's personal 
likes and dislikes join the chorus criti- 
cism against him--all of them hoping to 
get out of the situation something that 
will work to their personal and political 
advantage. 


Colonel Roosevelt is a delightful host 
and at all times cordiality itself. He 
gives all visitors the hand of fellowship, 
is glad to talk over old times, recalls 
the support these men rendered him 
while he was President and praises them 
as being made of the “right kind of 
stuff.” The guests depart delighted, their 
reception having been all they could 
have desired, and they feel themselves 
braced for renewed efforts along the 
lines of their best known activities.

It is hard to realize that Paul was a 
persecutor of the very faith on the 
altar of which he afterward laid his all;

heresy so worship [| the (sod of my 
fathers.” It is indeed the Christian God, 
the One God of. Israel, whom Christian 
Scientists are learning to know, by fol- 
lowing Jesus’ example so far as they 
now may in healing the sick. 

If critics of Christian Science would 
try to put themselves back into the atti- 
tude of those who questioned Paul, they 
might get « glimpse of the wonder iv 
the heart of Agrippa when Paul said to 
‘him. “Why should it be thought a 
thing ineredible with you that God 
should raise the dead?” Perhaps it will 
not be necessary to fancy themselves back 
into the pagan'’s consciousness to feel 
the rising tide of denial. Christian 
Science ia asking this question of the 
world today. 

Those who stop to hear it and to pon- 

reply perhaps at first, “Because we 
have never seen it done.” The answer of 
Jesus with us, however, We should 
take his word into our heart and seek 
to understand it quite as obediently as 
we might accept that of some present day 
authority on a material so-called science. 
He said, “Blessed are they that have not 
seen and vet have believed.” 

When Jesus was called upon to do a 
certain great work, almost as wonder- 
ful as raising the dead may seem to 
mortals, he said to the father of the af- 
flicted child, “If thou can’st believe; all 
things are possible to him that: believ- 
eth.” Here is the ee intimation that

Theefarmers of the North and South are enlisted in its advance- 


ment now. This has been demonstrated in many instances; it 1s 
demonstrated most strikingly in the splendid organization which has 
resulted in the upkeep of the river-to-river road through the state 
of Iowa. This highway—an old road, by the way, but long neg- 
lected—is a dirt road 380 miles in length, extending trom the 
Mississippi river on the east to the Missouri river on the west. 
The Point worth noticing in connection with it is that it 1s main- 
tained by an organization composed mostly of farmers and that so 
perfect is this organization that after a heavy rain the King drag 1s 
used so systematically as to put the road in perfect condition in 
three hours for the reception of traffic over its entire length. 

This is simply a straw. Similar straws could be presented from 
the recent accomplishnients of other western states. In the mean- 
time, judging from all reports on the subject, the South is making 
even greater headway. They are building and caring for roads 
through bond issues and they have never gone into investments that 
gave promise of being more profitable from every point of view. 


THE political ear of the nation will be listening for news from 
Ohio and Nebraska today. Interesting developments are looked 
for in those two sections. 


Victor Morawetz has made a. state- 
iment through the New York press that 1s 
of a good deal of interest, as it comes from 
a gentleman who has written a very good 
book on corporations and has been for years 
acquainted with the great legal and financial 
} Nation business of the metropolis. Mr. Morawetz 
| says very plainly that the Americans are an 
| | extravagant people, and says in as many 
Fs —————~ words that we cannot increase our available 
capital until we practise economy and thrift. He further says that 
all classes are extravagant and that they spend their money with less 
judgment than Europeans. 

Anybody that has lived abroad can confirm this, and cannot 
but compare the wise and self-respecting thrift of the Italian and 
German, with the great waste that in the United States is in 
inverse ratio to the exhibition of good taste. It is bad enough that 
such wastefulness should exist on-any terms, but it becomes insuffer- 
able that prodigality with its senseless lack of proportion should be 
forced on rich and poor alike as a standard of respectability. ‘There 
are.no people on earth that are so exalted or cast down by money as 
the Americans. The Englishman and the German are not in the 
least ashamed to say that they cannot afford this or that, but the 
American shrinks from saying it. The German and the English- 
man have been taught that money is but an incident and secondary ; 
they have learned through the experience of the world, and from 
many of its institutions that Americans sometimes try to ridicule, 
that honesty, gentle breeding, patience, tolerance, education are very 
much above money, and are qualities that do not need to be “daubed 
with cost.” They have learned that one can be lady or gentleman 
in shabby clothes, but the American is afraid of the shabby coat. 
They have learned that a man can talk well and with~spirit and 
humor, yet not mention himself or the dollar; it has come to them 
that a woman can paint and sing and not have a motor car. They 
have discovered what is proportion and they show the results. 
Americans will do the same when they discover that saving is a 
form of self-control exercised in the long run for the good of the 
state. One of the great objections to the unreasonable spending of 
moneytis that commodities of nearly all sorts assume fictitious values 
the brunt of which must be borne as well by those that cannot afford 
them as by those that can. In the great majority of cases where 
people waste money, it will be found that the individual does it 
because the rest do, and because he would not do otherwise lest he 
bear their disapproval. Such a phenomenon in a community that 
is supposed to have for its political basis the independent right 
and freedom of action of each man is not without its humor. But 
when a trained man of affairs points out its relation to the economic 
welfare of the nation, it deserves the gravest consideration.

San Joaquin valleys, which stretched hot and 
dusty between the Sierras and the coast in 
the sluice-mining days, and which formed 
the almost forbidding tract Iving between 
the sources of sudden wealth and the place 
for spending it, are about to be literally gridironed with electric 
traction lines for the accomfnodation of the immense business that 
has grown up in the section. 

Here—in these valleys—bloomed and blossomed into romance 
the earliest of the ranches. Here the ranchero of Spanish davs 
counted his cattle, like his acres, by the thousand. A great grazing 
country it was before the California pioneers discovered that it was 
: great agricultural country. It would sound like exaggeration to 
say how many millions the tract today is capable of supporting. 
And it is because of its marvelous productiveness that a new prob- 
lem in electric traction has grown out of the present and prospective 


extensions. There are vast districts over which a freight business 
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by trolley can be carried on successfully, while a passenger service 
would prove unprofitable. Some franchises have been granted for 
exclusive freight trolleys, but the protest against them is pronounced 
and vigorous, and what may reasonably be expected as a final out- 
come will be combination freight and passenger cars, the passenger 
agreeing, as in old steamboating days, not to be impatient if his 
conveyance halts here and there to take on and put off freight. 

But no issue like this, we are certain, will obscure the wondrous 
side of it all—the side which reveals so strikingly the change that 
has come over the face of California within the lives of men still 
active in the affairs of the nation. 


SINCE some opposition is developing it may require a counting 
of noses at the New Jersey state Demoératic convention to find out 
if the nomination for the governorship of that state is to come to 
Woodrow Wilson, president of Princeton University, “as a clear 
tribute from an unmistakable majority of his party.” He has 
announced that this is the only condition under which he will 
accept the high honor. 


REMARKABLE changes in the character of the 
industries and trade of American cities have 
taken place in the last half-century, and it 


taken pi The Shifting 
is an evidence of progress that these changes | 


are still going’on. Cities like individuals have of Trade 
been compelled to adjust themselves to new 
conditions, as they will be compelled to do Centers 
in the future; and it is satisfying rather than 
regrettable that they have been able to do so, 
and often have conformed so gracefully to 
the transition. Many Cities which were preeminent in some special 
line of industry; have seen this industry pass into the hands of 
communities far removed from them; but if they have been alert 
to opportunity they have succeeded in finding in other occupations 
sufficient fields for their energy and enterprise. 

The cattle trade, the lumbering trade, the grain trade, the steel 
trade all have worked slowly but steadily toward the West, finding 
a lodgment here and there which seemed to be permanent but proved 
to be only temporary. And these industries are still moving, still 
striving to find those points most accessible at once to the pr ulticer 
and the consumer. Cincinnati has long since recovered from the 
loss of its premiership in pork. Chicago is learning to forget that 
it once monopolized the grain trade. Pittsburg will some day become 
reconciled to the loss of the steel trade. ‘The great lumber markets 
are alfeady shifted from the middle West to the South and the 
Pacitic Northwest. The meat-packing industry, so long centralized, 
is becoming diffused among a score of cities. The result of all these 
changes, on the whole, has been gain, not loss. 

In this there is more than consolation for those cities whose 
industries and trade are undergoing change at the present time. 
This is a great country. This is a busy world. These ate progressive, 
if restless, times. The future of no community need be bound up 
in the future of any particular form of activity. If it has outgrown 
its usefulness in one direction, there are as many other directions 
as there are points inthe mariner’s compass, and every one of them 
is open to trial. The rise of new trade centers should not frighten 
the old centers, even if for the time being no other opening seems 
to preseat itself. There is nothing much more pitiable in this world 
than a community that gives up and permits itself to fall into decay, 
unless it is a man who allows himself to “run to seed.” 
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Tue barring of the exhibition of the prize-fight pictures in 
Chicago is on the authority of the chief of police, who bases his 
action on the very commendable grounds that the city can “permit 
the exhibition of no pictures or representations in anv form of acts 
illegal in the state of Illinois.” This ought to make it easy for other 
states that are looking for a substantial reason for pursuing a 


‘like course. 
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THE ancients threw the discus. The modern 
Kuropeans and some Americans throw 
quoits. Out in Kansas the affluent farmer, 
satiated by the fashionable recreations and 
amusements of the period, is returning little 
by little to a grand old custom of the plain 
people in his father’s time, and is throwing 
the horseshoe. Nobody has got more good 
out of latter-day inventions and conveniences 
and wholesale distractions than the Kansas 
farmer, partly because his taste runs to the acquisition and enjoyment 
of things which assist in making life more comfortable, and partly 
because he has had the money. Thus he has gathered about his 
family circle the automatic piano, the phonograph, the automobile, 
high-class pictures, standard literature, sohd mahogany furniture 
and oriental rugs. Thus, too, he has joined a golf club, and seldom 
fails to be in Topeka, Lawrence, Wichita, Leavenworth or some 
other center of activity in the state when a good game of baseball 
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is on. 

For vears or, say since 1896, when the prices of Kansas farm 
products began to ascend, he has indulged moderately and decently 
in the luxuries of the age; he has traveled abroad; yet the feeling 
that something more was necessary to round out his happiness 
never left him. And it was only quite recently that he discovered 
what the matter was. 

He realizes now that nothing 1n this world which money can 
buy equals as a tranquilizer the throwing of the horseshoe. And 
he is going in for it from the Missouri river to the Colorado line, 
from the old Indian border on the south to Nebraska on the north.

The Three 
Cent Fare 


Experiment | 


A pericit of $78,828 in the financial 
showing of four months’ operation of the 
Cleveland Street Railway Company does not 
justify the conclusion that the 3-cent fare 
is a failure. The least that can be said with 
reference to a failure verdict is that it be- 
tokens a disposition in many quarters to 
believe the worst regarding the outcome of 
the experiment. Many undertakings and many 
institutions, from grocery stores to govern- 
ments, have shown deficits from time to time, but it has not followed 
that they were failures.. In most cases what has followed has been 
a readjustment of their affairs to economic conditions. 

As the facts have been presented they seem to prove on their 
face that the difficulty in Cleveland is not with the 3-cent fare, but 
with the management of the lines. A profit was shown for the 
first month of the four; logses were shown in the second and third 
months, but in the r 


fourth month the deficit was $48,027, of 
considerably more than half of that for the entire period. 

Now, if anything appears clear in relation to this matter, tt 
is that the lines were conducted with strict regard to their probable 
earnings in the first month, and that the management has been 
growing less mindful of the relation of expenditures to rece! 
month by month ever since. To the layman there seem 
reason in a city where conditions are as stable as ‘they 
Cleveland why an established business which makes a profit in . 
should show a loss of nearly $50,000 in July. [.specially true 
this of the street-car business, the receipts of which should hay 
largely increased as the summer advanced. 

We are in no position to touch upon the details. 
informed with regard to the explanations, if any, offered 
Inanagement, but we are disinclined to accept without serious qu 
a verdict of failure with regard to the 8-cent  street-car fare 
the evidence so far presented. 

The reduction of fare means much to thousands upon thousand 
of citizens who are daily users of rapid transit, and those responsi)! 
tor the Cleveland situation should try the experiment for another 
four months, and on this occasion try it with the conviction that 


it is going to succeed rather than with the fear that it may fail. 


‘ Tue bountiful crop of blueberries reported from all parts of 


New England will do much to make her loyal inhabitants forget any 
other shortages that the less grateful among them may see fit to 
mention. 


Tue earlier forecasts of this newspaper with 
regard to the condition of the crops have 
been supported by all the later news from 
the great grain-growing states and prov- 
inces. It is conceded now, even among those 
who have been predicting a short crop of 
wheat and high prices for that cereal and tts 
products, that the outlook for an abundant 
harvest on both sides of the Canadian line 
is excellent. The harvest has begun and it is 
progressing satisfactorily. In the meantime there is absolutely 
nothing to warrant pessimism with relation to any of the other grain 
crops. The prevalence of “corn-growing weather” is reported trom 
all directions, although absence of rain through the belt causes 
some alarm, but mostly in speculative circles. It would be 
well to bear in mind that something more than a normal cotton 
crop is hoped for and expected, and that such disappointment as 
nav result from the failure of these hopes and expectations to be 
realized will not necessarily indicate that the South is going to 
suffer from any shortage in its great staple. The demand for 
cotton 1s increasing at an enormous rate, but the South 1s displaying 
good judgment in refusing to bring the production up to the demand. 
By diversifying its crops the South has entrenched itself against 
the dangers incident to the single-crop policy, while it has made 
cotton raising a really profitable industry. 

More nearly than at any time since we first sought in the 
old world markets for our surplus farm produce are we now 
engaged in harvesting for home consumption. Not the least of 
the many interesting problems growing out of the situation is 
whether we shall be able to consume at home the proceeds of 
this years harvest regularly and rapidly enough to prevent. the 
accumulation of a surplus of sufficient volume to break the markets. 
It is believed that we shall, and, turther, that we shall have to 
produce more and more each year hereatter if we would avoid 
becoming importers of breadstufts rather than exporters,

THE spectacle presented by nearly 40,000 Polish residents of
